Lt. Richard G. Strombom, 23, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Fred S. 
Strombom of 1862 South Palm 
Canyon drive, was reported this 
week in a war department tele­ 
gram to his parents, to be miss­ 
ing in action, following aerial 
battle over Germany. His plane 
was reported shot down over 
enemy territory on January 24. 
ACTIVE IN ROTC 
Lt Strombom was a native of 
San Diego but later went with 
his parents to Los Angeles where 
he graduated from Franklin high 
in 1940. He was a lieutenant in 
the ROTC company there, and 
was also active in football and 
basketball.

DEEDS GOLF COURSE 
His latest was the insurance that 
Palm Springs would always have 
a beautiful park up against the 
mountains to the west for it was 
only last Christmas that he deed­ 
ed the O’Donnell golf course to 
the city, adding another strip of 
land and a reservoir a week later. 
He also made the erection of 
the Health Center here possible 
and played a prominent part in 
countless other affairs which 
made the development of Palm 
Springs possible. 
Memorial services were hold 
this noon on the pulling green 
on the O'Donnell golf course 
for Thomas A. O'Donnell. 
While lasl riles were being 
said at Forest Lawn Memorial 
park for Palm Springs' leading 
citizen. Villagers gathered here 
to pay tribute to his memory. 
In charge of the rites on the 
golf course were Dr. B. B. 
Weaiherall, the Rev. Robert M. 
Hogarth and the Rev. C. Nor­ 
man Raley. 
HERE 25 YEARS 
Mr. O'Donnell came to Palm 
Springs a quarter of a century 
ago and in 1925 built the hill­ 
side home. The golf course, which 
he recently presented the city, 
followed soon after. It was built 
by a unique method. Using a 
driver, then an iron, he marked 
the spot where the ball stopped

The General Forgot His Rank - - - 


Starred Officer Takes Orders from 
GIs in Passing the Ammunition During 
Salerno Battle, Local Man Relates 


"And the G eneral forgot his'®’ 
ran k and passed the am m uni­ 
tion.” 
C aptain H arry J. Voelker, Jr., 
inform ation and education officer 
of the 21st Ferrying Group, F er­ 
rying Division, of the A ir T rans­ 
p o rt Comm and, 
Palm 
Springs, 
sm iled as he m ade this statem ent 
in- 
recounting 
his 
experience 
w hile overseas for 33 m onths as 
an officer w ith the 151st Field 
A rtillery. 
It was during the battle on the 
beach at Salerno, the C aptain re ­ 
m em bered 
w hen 
the 
incident 
happened. His outfit could not 
reach its assigned positions. The 
first wave of infantry had been 
pinned down by vicious enemy 
fire from well prepared gun em ­ 
placem ents. 


AT CLOSE RANGE 


“Each gun and its crew acted 
individually and not as a concert­ 
ed fighting unit," the form er a r­ 
tillerist recalled, "firing at point 
blank range as rapidly as it could 
load. G erm an M ark 4 tanks were 
pouring a deadly fire into our 
positions from only 150 yards.” 
Then 
it w as 
that 
Brigadier 
G eneral Coltz, commanding the 
artillery of the 36th division hap­ 
pened along and joined the crew 
f of one of these rapidly firing 105 
m ilim eter artillery pieces. During 
th is self-assum ed role, the high 
ranking officer, took his orders 
from an enlisted man, generally 
in charge of a gun crew, the 
C aptain pointed out. 


FORGETS RANK 


“He forgot h is rank and took 
orders from, th e crew chief, pass­ 
ing the heavy shells to the gun,” 
C aptain V oelker said. “I t was an 
inspiring exam ple for us all. He 
did 
w hat any 
good A m erican 
would have done under sim ilar 
circum stances.” 
L ater during a three-day rest 
period for this gun crew, G eneral 
Coltz sought o u t these soldiers 
w ith whom he had m anned this 
gun and congratulated each m an 
individually for a job w ell done, 
C aptain V oelker said. 


GRATEFUL, TOO 


H ere the young C aptain’s eyes 
lit up w ith th e memory of this 
incident. “The reply of these m en

in essence was: "General, you did 
a good job yourself, Sir!” 
C aptain V oelker left the peace­ 
ful surroundings of the Missouri 
University, w here he was study­ 
ing journalism to accept a second 
lieutenant’s commission in the ar­ 
tillery, in Septem ber 1941. He 
was assigned to the 151st Field 
A rtillery of the 34th Division 
and sent to Cam p Clairborne, La., 
After Pearl H arbor, his organiza­ 
tion w ent overseas w ith the first 
American Expeditionary Forces, 
landing in Belfast, Ireland, Ja n ­ 
uary 26, 1942. 


FIRST IN TUNISIA 


The 
C aptain's 
f i r s t 
action 
against the enem y was a t Pichón, 
Tunisia, on Feb. 10. Throughout 
the entire A frican campaign, in 
which his battalion of artillery 
took a part, not a m an w as lost 
through 
direct 
enem y 
action. 
However, three m en in an out­ 
post w ith the infantry w ere cap­ 


tured by the G erm ans and there 
were some casualties due to land 
mines. 
The C aptain rem em bered Kas- 
serine Pass rath er vividly and the 
lesson the G erm an’s taught the 
Yankees in tan k w arfare. “My 
outfit along w ith A m erican air 
power, w ere able to get w hat 
tanks w ere left out of th at diffi­ 
culty,” the officer added. 


REMEMBERS HILL 609 


The G erm ans felt the devastat­ 
ing effect of massed American 
artillery for the first tim e at 
Faunduke, 
Tunisia, the officer 
said. He was to rem em ber Hill 
609 occupied by the Nazis, which 
was studded w ith concrete gun 
emplacements. 
"Hill 
609 
probably 
doesn’t 
strike any cord of rem em brance 
to many but to us—w ell there 
were m any hills like 609 later.” 
The C aptain stopped talking for 
a m om ent as his mind raced back 
to this action. 
On Sept. 5, 1943, Captain Voel­ 
ker and his artillery unit moved 
up to a port of em barkation and 
were loaded aboard LST boats. 


IN HIGH SPIRITS 


"We knew w e were going into 
action som ew here and the guess­ 
es were anyw here from th e C ri­ 
mea 
to 
France,” 
the 
officer 
smiled. "W hen orders were final­ 
ly opened at sea, we knew a t last 
it was Salerno.” 
He spoke about the high spirits 
of the m en on the voyage and 
how 
they 
sang 
songs, 
played 
cards and “shot craps” w hen all 
of the tim e they knew they w ere 
going into 
battle from 
which 
some would never return. Once 
in the "D ucks” their joviality 
changed to that of tenseness and 
the job ahead. 
“We knew the beach was going 
to be a tough nu t to crack,” the 
officer narrated. “It was a regu­ 
lar hell w ith G erm an 88's and 
machine guns firing away at us. 
But only one duck capsized and 
the m en w ere fished out of the 
bay w ithout loss of life.” 


ANOTHER STORY LATER 


It was another story later and 
many of Capt. Voelker’s comrades 
in arms, he said, lie buried along 
the road from below Salerno at 
Alta Villa to Cassino. 
“The terrain w as against us,” 
he pointed out. It was us one 
m ountain, each an im pregnable 
fortress, and dow n another one. I 
left m any of m y friends lying on 
those m ountain sides and—well, 
it is still going on across the rug­ 
ged m ountains of Italy.” 
W hat original members of the 
Captain’s old outfit are still liv­ 
ing have been over there now for 
three years “and they are few,” 
he said. He declared that the 34th

was instrumental in merging the 
two companies into the Califor­ 
nia Petroleum Corporation 
and

in Mexican oil properties, O'Don­ 
nell was designated to look after 
his California holdings.

U.S.C. Grid Coach

He sited one boy in particular, 
Don Burnside, a U. S. C. fresh­ 
man, from Grant Union High 
School in Sacramento, whom he 
believes to be the cleanest, most 
courageous boy in football today. 
Good sportsmanship includes 
trying your best not to criticize 
players or officials. "Loyalty and 
teamwork are the two qualities 
that do more for fellows than 
anything else. We are all on a 
team, the greatest team in the 
world, and our job is to be strong 
members,” Mr. Craveth contin­ 
ued.He recalled the interesting 
phases that our modern game of 
football has gone through to be­ 
come the popular sport it is to­ 
day. In old-time college football, 
there wasn’t even a line of scrim- 
mige. The players, who were 
picked for brawn and not brain, 
wore no helmets, so the game was 
a hazardous adventure.

We Live in a Mental Universe 
It is becoming better under­ 
stood that we live in a spiritu­ 
ally mental universe. This, how­ 
ever, is not apparent to mortal, 
m aterial sense, which can cognize 
only materially. One learns in 
Christian Science that man’s true 
being is spiritual. This should be 
apparent to all, for God is Spirit 
and m an created in God’s likeness 
must necessarily 
be 
spiritual. 
There can be no other man. 
The account of creation which 
is given in the first chapter of 
the book of Genesis, studied in 
the light of Christian Science— 
and it should be kept in mind 
that all Christian Science demon­ 
strations are based on the under­

the one divine Principle of man 
and the universe. 
Spirit, Mind, Truth, Love, Life, 
Soul, Principle—these are syn­ 
onymous terms. Carefully consid­ 
ered, they are seen to indicate 
God’s unchangeable goodness and 
loving-kindness, 
His wholeness, 
His allness, together 
with the 
perfection of man and the uni­ 
verse, which are embraced in the 
allness of that 
one omnipotent, 
omniscient, and omnipresent Be­ 
ing. Christian Science is teaching 
men to understand God as He is 
revealed through these synony­ 
mous terms and to utilize their 
knowledge of Him as Jesus did in 
the healing of sickness, sorrow, 
and sin.

proper degree of authority and 
conviction. 


STILL IN INFANCY 


"Palm Springs citizens quite 
modestly may claim a great fut­ 
ure for their city,” said Mr. Price. 
“But in their wildest flights of 
imagination and enthusiasm they 
can hardly comprehend the great 
influx of newcomers, particularly 
Easterners and Middle-Western­ 
ers, and the vast investments 
planned for Palm Springs.

GO TOGETHER 


Although science 
and inven­ 
tion progress through the work 
of specialists, it has happened in 
several noteworthy instances that 
the work done in one depart­ 
ment is of the utmsot importance 
in another. When we consider the 
development of 
biology, 
it is 
very largely due to the invention 
of printing, and later on, 
the 
nvention of the microscope. These 
are not in themselves biological 
inventions, 
but 
it is hard to 
imagine what 
modern 
biology 
could be' w ithout them. The stain­ 
ing of the cells was another trick, 
if you choose to call it so, which 
opened up a new vision of the 
processes of life. One does not 
need to be very olH to remem­ 
ber when motion pictures were 
first shown, and the doubts ex­ 
pressed as to their value. 
We 
have the time-lapse pictures, in 
which, using a clock, it is possible 
to take pictures at regular in­ 
tervals, and combining these in 
a series, show the slow move­ 
ments of a plant, for instance, as 
occurring rapidly, so that 
the 
plant seems to move like an ani­ 
mal. But still more remarkable 
are 
the 
slow-motion 
pictures, 
made by speeding up the camera. 
For some years we had such pic­ 
tures as Knight’s Golden Eagle, 
in which the camera takes 
64 
pictures in a second, and it is 
possible to see just how the bird 
flies, and the graceful motion of 
the wings. 


ANALYZE MOTION 


But not long ago, Mr. 
Guy 
Haselton of Hollywood, prepar­ 
ing for us a new copy of 
his 
humming-bird film, 
inserted to 
our groat astonishment and pleas­ 
ure a little piece of film by Pro­ 
fessor H. E. Egerton, of Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
showing the flight of the 
bird 
taken with a camera which made 
a thousand pictures in a second. 
The whole piece of film had taken 
less than half a second in actual 
time, and it shows the wings of 
the little bird as if they 
moved 
slowly up and down, and makes 
it possible to count the beats. We 
later learned that a film could 
be purchased from the M.I.T., 
showing how such pictures were 
obtained, and a number of ex­ 
amples of the results. One picture, 
showing the movements of a fly, 
was taken at a speed of six thous­ 
and pictures a second. This new 
picture is being shown every day 
in the museum, and people have 
an opportunity to witness one of 
the greatest inventions of this or 
any other time. Through it, 
it 
will be possible to analyze mo­ 
tion, and understand processes, 
biological or otherwise, in 
new 
ways. Like the X-rays, it 
will 
doubtless be found to have im­ 
portant uses not yet dreamed of.

A total of 11,392 of 
th e volunteers gave th eir tim e to 
aiding directly th e m em bers of 
the arm ed services. Services to 
civilians, 
including 
first 
aid, 
hom e nursing, w ater safety, and 
kindred fields, occupied 353 vol­ 
unteers during the year. 
Services to the arm ed forces
